Cuba frequently called tho "Pearl of 


the Antilles," was the first important 
land in this Hemisphere to bo dis- 
covered by Europeans, and it is today, 
together with its neighbor, Porto llico, 
the last remnant of a mighty Spanish 
empire in America, the ribe and fall of 
which strikes tho woild at this time 
with emphatic significance. 


The Spaniards, stimulated by their 


love for gold aud eager to acquire new 
possessions, 
were alwavs among the 


tirbt in the exploration of the New 
Woild. It wab under the Spanish dug 
;hat Columbus sailed upon his memor- 
able voyage; it was under tho Spanish 
lag that Magellan aud Balboa made 
heir discoveries ot tho great P.ie.fic 
waters, it \\ab under the Spanish Hag 
jhat 
Cortes 
c-ouquoied Mexico aud 


Pizarro brought to light the vast riches 
of Pi.ru. 


By vutuo of these discoveries, the 


Spaniards, a ccutuiy and a hulf ago, 
ruled 
from the 
Mississippi to tho 


Pacific1, from Oregon to Capo Horn, 
from the boundary of Geoigia to tho 
Dutch in Siuiuuui; from tho La Pla'a, 
southward; coast, iblands, interior, all 
\M.re Spanish 
But tuday what remains 


of that magnificent empiiev 
What is 


Iclt to tell the stoiy of Spanish sover- 
eiguety in the western 
hemisphere? 


Nothing, save two small 
devastated 


fragments of a once great dominion, 
which at the zenith of its power, sur- 
passed iu size and in richness both the 
toiiitoues oi Alexander the Gioat and 
the Roman 
woild 
at the time of 


Tr.ijan. 


Perhaps tho most sinking and inter- 


esting example of Spanish conquest in 
this hemisphere is that of the small 
South American Republic, Peru. At 
the end of the fifteenth century, the 
empire of tht> Incas uad attained its 
greatest sue and power, extending o\ei 
what is now known as Ecuador, Peru, 
aud the greater pait of Chili. The in- 
habitants live d in well regulated cities 
and had reached a high proficiency in 
tue construction of roads, aqueducts, 
canals, 
and 
public 
buildings, 
as 


well 
as 
of 


spread 
their wings. In their Sight 


they may dwell with Hercules^and his 
twelve labors, inspiring to perseverance, 
with Theseus and his exploit in de- 
lives ing the Cretan maidens, exciting 
our chivalric spirit, with Aeneas and 
his long wanderings on both land and 
sea, reminding us of the toil and sorrow 
that must accompany the establishment 
of a new nation. Thought has led men 
to discover the conditions of remote 
countries as in the oft quoted case o! 
Columbus' finding the West Indies, anc 
Nansen, now famous for bis Arctic es 
plorations. Coming to our own country 
we might oonmuno with such lives .as 
those ot Washington, Lawrence, Dewey 
and hundreds of heroes whom our lane 
furnishes as deserving admiration anc 
imitation. 
The great 
philosophers 


among them Socrates and Plato, Emer 
son and Phillips Brooks are also heroes 
only of a different realm; theirs is th 
sphere of broad study and wisa teach 
ing. 
Tho realms of science suggests 


the names of Horse and Edison, whose

Their government 
was 


t.'ong and their laws were serviceable, 
.mt in intellectual attainment they fell 
ar below the Aztecs of Mexico. 
Then 


ime Pizarro aud the Spaniaids who 
ilanted over the country their re.l and 
and yellow flag, the yellow symbolizing 
heir greed for gold, and the red their 
Leterrnination to acquire it even at the 
cost of blood. In the same manner, 


Central aud South America were over- 


run; and governments established which 
were in every case, cruel, oppressive] 
ind inefficient, conducted with the sole i 
varpose ot enncLing tho home govern- 
ment. 


At the beginning of the present cen- 


,ury, the kingdom "f Spam was swept 
by a whirlwind of Napoleonic wars. 
When at last reduced by France to the 
position of n dependeut province, her 
colonial possessions, never for a mo- 
ment, _ acknowledged French control, 


began to take charge of their own 


affairs. 
When Spain recovered her 


natural position among European pow- 
ers, these colonies returned to a nomin- 
al allegiance to their mother country, 
but having tasted of the sweets of in- 
dependence, they soon burst the bonds 
which their tyrannical home government 
bad fastened upon them. 


Cuba, although suffering from the 


same despotic sway, did not at this time 
attempt to throw off the Spanish yoke, 
and thus, by her loyalty, she won the 
name of the "Ever-faithful Isle." 
But 


she was never rewarded for her fidelity, 
never granted either privilege, immuni 
ty or humane treatment; on the con- 
trary, from that day to this, she has 
suffered inireturn for her faithfulness, 
a more severe, more cruel and moro in- 
tolerable fate. At last she has riaen in 
arms determined to win her freedom, 
herlibarty: that glorious liberty, God's 
greatest gift to man. What mortal heart 
does not throb with pity and compas- 
sion for those heroes, who, like our 
brave forefathers, are struggling in that 
sacred cause? 


For many 
long 
years she 
bos 


kept up a continual, persistent war- 
faro against a force vastly superior to 


men; moro men than the combined 
forces of Grant and Lee at Appomaitox. 
But w hat have the Spaniards accom- 
plished with this immense army? Have 
they restoied order, peace and quietness 
on tho island? 
Have they brought 


about contentuient, renewed coiumer 
cial activity and 
soctintv? No, far 


from that. All that they have don > is 
to devastate'the lieMs, murder in cold 
blood helpless women, children and 
nou combatants. 


Spain claims to be a civilised nation; 


but who can call her actions in Cuba 
thosa of humanity and justice0 
Who 


caii bay that she has governed her co 
loiual possessions m a generous and 
beneficial spirit? 
Spam, dnring the 


last century, has not advanced w ith 
other nations in the match of civilizi- 
tioL., she retains today tho manners- 
customs aud barbaric 
ideas of the 


seventeenth century. 
Here wo find the 


chief reason for her failure. 


For a long time the peace loving 


Auieiican cituous endured, with pei 
hapa too great patience, 
those uu 


paralleled crimes aud outrages agaiust 
humanity at their very door, but whtn 
at length our own liig had been in- 
sulted and our kllow-eonutrv men mui- 
diTCil. the long suffering of a gieat na 
tion was aroused to action, aud 10,000,- 
000 of people stvul, as with one -voice, 
jiuh tliiogs must cease 


Suielv thoic his never been before, 


in tLe history of nations, a rnoie chival 
rous wai, toi a moio humane and un- 
bellish caubi. 
With the gieatest con- 


fident we await the issue, tiustiug that 
humanity and the nght will place our 
bclovud stais and fctripts above tho red 
audvellow of Spam, and that theie 
they will foicvcr lloat, the emblem of 
libirtv, justice aud i jual rights for all.

ait Author'! Succeu. 


Personal publicity, the sort 
that 


comes from the distribution of bio- 
graphical details and the publication o: 
likenesses, may bo commercially ngefu 
to some purveyors of public entertain 
ment, but it seems probable that there 
has been an overentiinatiou of its valni 
to the makers of books. Quo of the moNi 
popular books ever written was "Alice. 
In Wouderlaud." Its distribution must 
have tweu enormous and doubt lens it 
still goes vigorously on, bnt who had 
ever eeeu a likeness of tho man who 
wrote it? When Or. Dodgsou died the 
other day aud the newspapers told who 
he was and what title he bad to be held 
in grateful memory, Jkousands of hia 
debtors identified him tor the first time 
•s Lewis Carroll, the author of the 
Inimitable stories that ate almost as fa- 
miliar to contemporary children as 
"Mother Goose." Dr. Dodgson liked 
peace aud a quiet life and very cordial- 
ly disliked notoriety. Like many wis« 
people, he found great pleasure and 
recreation in the companionship of nice 
children, and for their amusement he 
concocted two of the queerest aud most 
original and delightful books that evei 
were written. Bnt he never considered 
that merely because bis books became 
famous there was any need that In 
should become famous too. 


No modest author need hesitate to 


produce a masterpiece or even a popu- 
lar uovel (which need not be a master- 
piece and usually isn't one) for feai 
that his success will involve the sacri- 
fice of n reasonable privacy. His boob 
must be published if its worth is to b« 
fairly tested, but that he should be pub 
lisbed, too, is not at all indispensable. 
If he chooses not to have his likoucai 
run in the advertising columns of the 
newspapers, be can keep it ont, and fail 
book won't suffer; if he prefers that bit 
personal idiosyncrasies aud circum- 
stances should not be discussed, that, 
too, can be accomplished in great meas- 
nre without much trouble. The only 
things the public absolutely require!

MET WITH SO HOSTILE OPPOSITION 


Six Thousand Were Sent Ashore Before 


Five O'clock on Wednesday — Copy- 
righted Special to New York Buys En- 
tire Army Wai Liiuded Ilefore One 
O'clock ou Tliunduy—I>epurfo.uout» at 
WunhluKton Have No Official Informa- 
tion to That Effect—Other Uupatcltei 


Relating to the War. 


Baiquiri Harbor, Cuba, June 22, via 


Kingston, Ja., June 23.—At 5 o'clock 
this afternoon 6000 trained American 
soldiers are encamped in the hills in 
and around Baiquiri, and 10,000 more 
rest on their arms on board transports 
oft shore, ready to join those who have 
dfbaikcd as soon as the 
available 


launches and small boats can carry 
them ashore. 


Time and sea and weather were pro- 


pitious for the army of invasion. The 
army and the navy co-operated splen- 
didly, and as the big warships closed 
in on tho shore to pave the way for the 
approach ot the transports and then 
went bat-k again, three cheers for the 
navy went up £i-Qm 10,000 throats on 
the troopships, and three enters £or the 
army ruse from ship alter ship as the 
troopships moved in to take their share 
In tho hazardous game. It was war, 
and it was magnificent. 


The Cuban insurgents, too, bore their 


share in the enterprize, honorably and 
well. Five thousand of them, in moun- 
tain fastnesses and dark thickets of 
ravines, lay all lust night on their tjuns 
watching every mad and mountain path 
loading from Santiago to Uunntanamo. 
A thousand ot them were within sight 
of Haiquiri, malting the approach of 
the Spaniards under cover of the dark- 
ness an impossibility. 


At 4 o'clock this morning, as the As- 


sociated Press dispatch boat approached 
Baiquiri, 
the entire Island of Cuba 


seemed wrapped In soft mist—like that 
of the dog days In northern latitudes. 
Pull,leaden clouds lay on the caster ho- 
rizon, and the color was reilected In the 
gray waters of the ocean, which gently 
undulated in the lazy breeze, nistniit 
objects luoorned dimly, but it was seen 
that many uf tin- troopsJ'ips that liail 
been lying several inlli'p In the olTlnK 
had drawn In Inwards the shore, while 
three or four warships lay mentuMngl> 
near the harbor approach. All around 
the transports steam launches and small 
boats wjjre bobbing about like corks, the 
first indication of the true object of the 
undertaking ahead. 


An hour Inter the sun wns rising In 


the eastern sky. touching the mountain 
tops with patches of light, green, and 
revealing the great semi-circle o( troop- 
nhius. sonic close to the coast line, others

Impatient 
to begin the great movement of des- 
tiny, to make a new chapter in the his- 
tory of America, the first invasion by our 
army of a foreign country in half a cen- 
tury. 


As the dispatch boat of the Associated 


Press ran closer, near where the New 
Orleans was lying with her great Arm- 
strong guns trained on Baiquiri. tongues 
of lurid flame and black smoke were 
seen rising from the.town, the inevita- 
ble consequence of war, and a sure sign 
that the Spaniards had gone, leaving 
a ruin behind them! 


The captain of the New Orleans shout- 


ed the news to the dispatch boat, adding: 
"You had better keep off a little. You 
are in range. They have a rifle on the 
hill on the eastern side of Baiquiri." 


There is a steep, rocky hill, known as 


Punta Baiquiri. rising almost perpen- 
dicularly at the place indicated. It is a 
veritable Gibraltar in possibilities of 
defence. From the staff at its summit 
the Spanish Hag was defiantly floating 
at sunset last night, but it was gone this 
morning, and with it the small Spanish 
guard which had maintained the signal 
station. Between nightfall and dawn 
the Spaniards had taken the alarm and 
had fled from the place, firing the town 
(is they left. The flames were watched 
,with interest from the ships. 
Two 


sharp explosion? were heard. At first 
they were thought to be the report of 
guns from Spanish masked batteries. 
but they proved to be the explosion of 
ammunition in the burning building. 


ret' hours waiting made the men on 


the transports impatient to get ashore 
and in action, and every move of the 
warships was closely watched by the 
soldiers. 


A little before 9 o'clock the bombard- 


ment of the batteries of Jaragua was 
begun by the ships of Rear Admiral 
Sampson's fleet. This was evidently a 
feint to cover the real point of attack, 
laragua being about half way between 
Baiquiri and Santiago. The bombard- 
ment lasted about 20 minutes. 


The scene then quickly shifted back 


again to the great semi-circle of the 
transport lleet before Baiquiri. At 9:40 
o'clock th* New Orleans opened fire. 
The Detroit, Wasp, Mac-bias and Su- 
vvanee followed suit, amid the wild and 
excited cheering of the soldiers on the 
transports. 


In five minute-s the sea was alive with 


flotillas of small boats, headed by 
launches, speeding for Bniquiri dock. 
Borne of the boats were manned by 
crows of sailors, while others were rowed 
by the soldiers themselves. Jiaoh boat 
contained 16 men, every one in lighting 
trim, and carrying three days' ratims, 
n shelter .tent, a gun and 200 cartridges. 
The firing of the warships proved to be a 
needless precaution, as their shots were 
not returned, and no Spaniards were 
visible. 


Two correspondents of the Associated 


Press in a, small boat joined the first 
flotilla that went ashore and witnesesd 
the Inspiring sight of the landing1. Gen- 
eral Shafter, on board the Segtiranca, 
closely watched the landing of the 
troops. Brigadier General Ldiwton, who 
had been detailed to command the land- 
Ing party. lf-d the way in a launch, ac- 
companied by his staff, and directed the 
formation of the line of operations. 


A detachment of the Eighth regiment 


regular infantry soldiers was the first 
to land, followed by General Shatter's 
o-ld regiment, the First Infantry. Then 
came the Twenty-fifth infantry, the 
Twenty-second infantry, the TenUi in- 
fantry, the Seventh and Twelfth infan- 
try, the Second Massachusetts regiment 
and a detachment of the Ninth cavalry. 


The boats rushed forward slmultane^ 


ously from every quarter in goi>d na- 
tured rivalry to be the first, and their 
occupants scrambled over one another 
to leap ashore. At the end of the pier 
the companies and regiments quickly 
lined up and were marched away. 


Gene-ral Lawton threw a strong de- 


tachment for the night about six miles 
west on the road to Santiago, and an- 
other detachment was posted to die 
north ofjhe town among the hills. Oth- 
ers of the troops were quartered in de- 
serted houses, while others still preferred 
the shelter of their tents in the adjoin- 
ing fields. 


The morning's lire, it was seen, de- 


stroyed the round house, the repair 
shops and several small dwellings. The 
town was deserted when the troops land- 
ed, but women and children soon ap- 
peared from the surrounding thickets 
and returned to their homes. 


The landing was accomplished with- 


out loss of life, the only casualty being 
the wounding of an insurgent on the 
hills by a shell from one of our war- 
ships. He will lose his arm. ~~ 


The insurgent troops at Baiquiri are 


commanded by General Castillo and are 
estimated to number 1000 men.

Shaffer** Men iJinded on Cuban Soil Says 


a New York Special. 


New York, June 23.—A copyrighted 


special from Playa del Este, Cuba says: 
At 10 o'clock this morning: the entire 
inx'ading army, which arrived oft Santi- 
ago under Command of General Shatter, 
had landed at Baiquiri. 


The 3000 troops which had landed by 


11 a. m. yesterday were increased to 
5000 by 2 o'clock. 


There was no interference from shore 


after the first few scattering shots 
which were fired by the Spaniards early 
in the morning. 


The landing was mostly done at the 


little trestle that runs down into the 
bay on the east side of the harbor, and 
which was used by the Carnegie iron 
company for loading ore on vessels. 


This dock and trestle are about 12 


miles east of Saniago. 


At 3 o'clock this morning the Texas 


made a telttt to the west, running in- 
shore and back, and showing her lights. 
The western batteries opened fire, and 
the Texas replied with a remarkable 
exhibition of marksmanship.

while the transports were ready at the 
! 


mines to send the troops ashore. 


All the small gunboats opened fire 


at the coast all the way from Santiago 
to the mines. 


The attack of the Texas and the gun- 


boats on the batteries between Santiago 
and Baiquiri resulted In the silencing 
of all the batteries along the coast, and 
prevented the Spaniards from sending 
enougrlvtroops to the eastward from San- 
tiago to Interfere in the slightest degree 
with the landing of the army.

•u Author'* SUOO«H. 


Personal publicity, the sort 
tba 


comos from the distribution of bio 
graphical details and tbe publication o 
likenesses, may be commercially usefu 
to Bome purveyors of public entertain 
mont, but it seems probable that ther 
bas been an overeHtimation of its vain 
to the makers of books. One of the mo» 
popular books ever written was "Alio 
In Wonderland." Its distribution must 
have tnien enormous and doubtless it 
still goes vigorously on, but who bad 
ever Been a likeness of tbo man who 
wrote it? When Dr. Dodgson died tbe 
other day and the newspapers told who 
he was and what title ho bad to be held 
iu grateful memory, thousands of bia 
debtors identified him Tor the first time 
as Lewis Carroll, the author of the 
Inimitable stories that aro almost as fa 
miliar to contemporary children as 
"Mother Goose." Dr. Dodgson liked 
peace and a quiet life »ud very cordial- 
ly disliked notoriety. Like many wise 
people, he found great pleasure and 
recreation in the companionship of nio« 
children, and for their amusement he 
concocted two of the queerest and most 
original and delightful books tbut evci 
were written. But he never considered 
that merely because bis books became 
famous there was any ueed that ht 
should become famous too. 


No modest author need hesitate to 


produce a masterpiece or even a popu- 
lar novel (which need not be a master- 
piece and usually isn't one) for feai 
that bis success will involve tbe sacri- 
fice of a reasonable privacy. His booh 
must be puhliahud if ita worth is to be 
fairly tested, but that he should be pub 
lisbed, too, is not at all indispensable. 
If he chooseH nut to have his likonesi 
run in the advertising columns of tbe 
newspapers, be can keep it out, aud hii 
book won't suffer; if be prefers that bii 
personal idiosyncrasies and 
circum- 


stances should not be discussed, that, 
too, can bo accomplished in great meas- 
pre without much trouble. The onlj 
things the public absolutely require* 
from writers in exchange for its favori 
are ideas and good writing. Everythinjj 
else is tbrowu in and may in most oases 
be easily and safely withheld.—"Tb« 
Point of View" in Scribner's,

Lord Byron, in bis reported conversa- 


tions with the Countess of Blesaingtou. 
remarked to her that "medical men do 
not sufficiently attend to idiosyncrasies, 
on which so much depends, and often 
hurry to the grave one patient by a 
treatment that has succeeded iu anoth- 
er. Tbe moment they ascertain a dis- 
ease to be the game as one they have 
known they conclude tho same remedies 
that cured the first must remove those 
of the second, not making allowance* 
for the peculiarities of temperament, 
habits and disposition, wbiob last bas a 
great influence on maladies." These re- 
marks are simple exaggerations of feel- 
ing and fact. Byron was no more enam- 
ored of the medical profession than be 
was of professors of divinity, but be 
was an acute observer, and it was inter- 
esting to read his views respecting 
idiosyncrasies. He judged rightly, very 
rightly, of their importance in oonneo- 
tion with-the practice of medicine.— 
New York Ledger.

Baiquirl Harbor, Cuba, June 22, via 


Kingston, Ja., June 23.—At 5 o'clock 
this afternoon 6000 trained American 
soldiers are encamped in the hills In 
and around Daiquiri, and 10,000 more 
rest on their arms on board transports 
oft shore, ready to join those who have 
debaiked as soon 
as the available 


launches and small boats can carry 
them ashore. 


Time and sea and weather were pro- 


pitious for the army of invasion. 
The 


army and the navy co-operated splen- 
didly, and as the big warships closed 
in on the shore to pave the way for the 
approach of the transports and then 
went back again, three cheers for the 
navy went up frgrn 10.000 throats on 
the troopships, and thrt-e cheers for the 
army rose from ship after ship as the 
troopships moved in to take their share 
in the hazardous game. .It was war, 
and It was magnificent. 


The Cuban insurgents, too, bore their 


share in the enterprize, honorably and 
well. Five thousand of them, in moun- 
tain fastnesses and dark thickets of 
ravines, lay all last night on their guns 
watching every road and mountain path 
leading frum Santiago to (Junntanamo. 
A thousand of them were within sight 
of liulquirl, making the approach of 
the Spaniards under cover of the dark- 
ness an Impossibility. 


At 4 o'clock this morning, as the As- 


sociated Press dispatch boat approached 
Bahiuirl, the entire island of Cuba 
seemed wrapped in soft mist—like that 
of the dog days in northern latitudes. 
Dull,leaden clouds lay on the easier ho- 
rizon, and the color was reflected in the 
gray waters of the ocean, which gently 
undulated in the lazy breczf. Distant 
objects looonu-d dimly, but it was seen 
that many of the tnmpsHps that bail 
been lying several miles in the offing 
had drawn In towards the shore, while 
three or four warships lay menaringlj 
near the harbor approach. All around 
the transports steam launches nnd small 
boats w.ere bobbing about like corks, the 
first Indication of the true object nf the 
undertaking ahead.

As the dispatch boat of the Associated 


Press ran closer, near where the New 
Orleans was lying with her great Arm- 
gtrong guns trained on Baiquiri, tongues 
of lurid flame and black smoke were 
seen rising from the town, the inevita- 
ble consequence of war, and a sure sigti 
that the Spaniards had gone, leaving 
a ruin behind them. 


The captain of the New Orleans shout- 


ed the news to the dispatch boat, adding: 


You had better keep off a little. You 


are in range. They have a rifle on the 
hill on the eastern side of Baiquiri." 


There Is a steep, rocky hill, known as 


Punta Baiquiri, rising almost perpen- 
dicularly at the place indicated. It is a 
veritable Gibraltar In possibilities of 
defence. From the staff at Its summit 
the Spanish Hag was defiantly Housing 
at sunset last night, but it was gone this 
morning, and with it the small Spanish 
guard which had maintained the signal 
station. Between nightfall and da\\n 
the Spaniards had taken the alarm and 
had tied from the place, firing the town 
{is they left. The flames were watt-bed 
,with Interest from the ships. 
Two 


sharp explosions were heard. At first 
thev were thought to be the report of 
guns from Spanish masked batteries, 
but they proved to be the explosion of 
ammunition in the burning building. 


Three hours waiting made the men on 


the transports Impatient to get ashore 
and In action, and every move of the 
warships was closely watched by the 
soldiers. 


A little before 9 o'clock the bombard- 


ment of the batteries of Jaragua was 
begun by the ships of Rear Admiral 
Sampson's fleet. This was evidently a 
feint to cover the real point of attack, 
JTaragua being about half way between 
Baiquiri and Santiago. The bombard- 
ment lasted about 20 minutes. 


The scene then quickly shifted back 


again to the great semi-circle of the 
transport fleet before Baiquiri. At 
9:40 


p'clock. th« New Orleans opened fire. 
The Detroit. Wasp. Machias and Su- 
wanee followed suit, amid the wild and 
excited cheering of the soldiers on the 
transports. 


In live minutes the sea was alive with 


flotillas 
of 
small boats, headed by 


launches, speeding for Baiquiri dock. 
Some of the boats were manned by 
crews of sailors, while others were rowed 
fcy the soldiers themselves. Each boat 
contained 16 men, every one in.righting 
trim, and carrying three days' rations, 
a shelter-tent, a gun and 200 cartridges. 
The firing of the warships proved to be a 
needless precaution, as their shots were 
not returned, and no Spaniards were 
visible. 


Two correspondents of the Associated 


Press In * small boat joined the first 
flotilla that went ashore and witnesesd 
the inspiring sight of the landing-. Gen- 
eral Shatter, on board the Seguranca, 
closely watched 
the; landing of the 


troops. Brigadier General I^awton, who 
had been detailed to command the land- 
ing party, !«>d the way in a launch, ac- 
companied by his staff, and directed the 
formation of the line of operations. 


A detachment of the Eighth regiment 


regular infantry soldiers was the first 
to land, followed by General Shafter's 
<Hd regiment, the First infantry. Then 
cnme thf Twenty-fifth infantry, the 
Twenty-second infantry, the Tentji in- 
fantry, the Seventh and Twelfth infan- 
try, the Second Massachusetts regiment 
and a. detnchmeii't of the Ninth cavalry. 


The boats rushed forward simultane. 


ously from every quarter in goud na- 
turc-d rivalry to be the first, and their 
occupants siyambled over one another 
to leap ashore. At the end of the pier 
the companies and regiments quickly 
lined up and were marched away. 


General Lawton threw a strong de- 


tachment for the night about six miles 
west on the road to Santiago, and an- 
other detachment was posted to the 
north of^he town among th« hills. Oth- 
ers of the troops were quartered in de- 
serted houses, while others still preferred 
the shelter of their tents in the adjoin- 
ing fields. 


The morning's fire, it was seen, de- 


stroyed the round house, the repair 
shops and several small dwellings. The 
town was deserted when the troops land- 
ed, but women and children soon ap- 
peared from the surrounding thickets 
and returned to their homes. 


The landing was accomplished with- 


out loss of life, the only casualty beinj? 
the wounding of an Insurgent on the 
hills by a shell from one of our war- 
ships. He will lose his arm.

The insurgent troops at Baiquiri are 


commanded by General Castillo and are 
estimated to number 1000 
men.

Slmfter'i Men Landed on Cubau Soil Sayg 


a Xew York Special. 


New Tork, June 23.—A copyrighted 


special from Playa del Este, Cuba says: 
At 10 o'clock this morning: the entire 
Invading army, which arrived off Santi- 
ago under Command of General Shatter, 
had landed at Baiquiri. 


The 3000 troops which had landed by 


11 a. m. yesterday were Increased to 
5000 by 2 o'clock. 


There was no interference from shore 


after the first few scattering shots 
which were fired by the Spaniards early 
in the morning. 


The landing was mostly done at the

with the landing of the army.

Cuban Brings Them With Much Juror 


notation to Giircm's Camp. 


In General Garcia's Camp, Aurren 


Deras. Santiago de Cuba, June 22, via. 
Kingston, Ja., June 23.— A Cuban whi} 
left the city of Santiago on Monday night 
arrived at Gen. Garcia's camp on Tues- 
day morning with accurate maps of the 
harbor and of the earthworks surround- 
ing it. The ships of Admiral Cervera 
hav« E£¥«£ from the positions they 
were in three days ago, and they now lie 
in almost a circle, surrounding a email 
island and lighthouse about half way 
up the four-mile harbor. 


The armored cruiser Cristobal Colon, 


which is uninjured, lies to the west, 
commanding with her port battery tho 
narrow neck of the harbor, while the 
Vizcaya, also uninjured, lies to the east, 
ner starboard battery looking aown 
upon the same neck. Both of the Span- 
ish torpedo boats are temporarily in- 
jured, one having been struck by frag- 
ments of the shells that sunk the Reina 
Mercedes, and the other having her boiU 
er tubes and engines in course of re- 
pair. 


The mast important statement made 


was In substance that the torpedo boats 
have not, since their arrival here, made. 
any attempt to leave, being unable to 
do so. The ships have only halt their 
supplies of coal, although some coal ar- 
rived by overland route two weeks ago. 


The shell that sunk the Reina Mer- 


cedes w*s fired during the first bom- 
bardment by the Massachusetts. Be- 
yond this loss and some loss of life, there 
was little or no damage done.

smooth-bore gun was dismounted on the 
west battery. Seven new guns are be- 
ing put up facing the sea, three of which, 
on the west, are ship's guns of the 6-Inch
